Graziers Pleased. 

United action on the part of Western 
live stock interests brought prompt relief 
to stockmen using the forest reserves when, 
Feb. 24, Arthur M. Hyde, Secretary of Agri- 
culture, announced a reduction of 50 per 
cent in grazing fees for 1932. 

It is estimated that the halving of the 
grazing fee for this year will save $250,000 
to Western stockmen. The average fee for 
grazing before the reduction was 20 cents 
a head a month for cattle and 5.5 cents for 
sheep. Last year the forest service collect- 
ed $519.697 from grazing fees.

NEVER TOO GOOD. 

No beef bull is bred too good for the com- 
mercial cattle producer to use. Especially 
is this true amongst those who are operat- 
ing dairy herds. It seems that the demand 
for the right type of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
for crossing purposes is growing in this 
country by leaps and bounds and that this 
demand is destined soon to reach propor- 
tions fairly comparable with such demands 
in the old country where a majority of the 
bulls in the big spring sales are sold out to 
farmers for crossing purposes. This same 
thing is holding true here in the middle 
west. From various sections come reports 
teliing of the sale of highly bred, outstand- 
ing individual bulls to dairy men. Others 
tell us about selling outstanding bulls for 
crossing on grade herds of other breeds. 

M. L. Snyder reports the big end of his 
ull sales the past year going to dairymen 

- be used for crossing purposes, largely 

1 Holstein milk cows. This cross is giv- 

2 excellent results in most instances. Fre- 

‘ntly these cross breds sell at St. Paul 
atror near the top of the market, thus af- 
fording a new source of revenue to the 
dairymen. 

L. V. Dickinson & Son, of Bogard, Mis- 
souri, report the recent sale of Prizemere 
Norman 447459 by Prizemere 127th and he 
by Prizemere 32d, and out of Bonny Star 
403731 by Barbarian of Rosemere 2d, by 
Oakville Quiet Lad to Ed. Smith of Bos- 


worth, Missouri, to be used on a herd of 
grade cows. 

It is geting to the point where these 
dairy men step into a man’s lot and take 
out the best bulls, declaring that they don’t 
breed them too good for crossing purposes. 
It would be much easier for these dairy men 
to find the kind of bulls they want if our 
breeders were as careful about the selection 
of their herd bulls. These men have learn- 
ed to know by checking records that a sire 
from the right kind ot a dam and the right 
kind of a sire is worth something more 
than the average run. They estimate the 
worth of a bull upon an anticipated prog- 
eny. 

‘There is one other thing to be remember- 
ed aiso and that is this: Today is the time 
to select the best in the land at going prices, 
which are within the reach of every man in 
the country. Bulls of quality will never sell 
at these same levels again in our time.

1931 Eastern Colorado Cattle Feeding De- 
monstration at Akron, Colorado. 

A. A. Finkner cooperating with the Ex- 
tension Service of the Colorado Agricultur- 
al College. 

Keasons for Demonstration. 

1. To demonstrate the possibility of 
combining eastern Colorado teeds into a 
practical and satisfactory cattle fattening 
ration where hog millet comprises approx- 
imately one-halt of the grain. 

2. ‘fo secure records of gains and feed 
required per unit of gain under average 
feed lot conditions. 

3. To compare the results with average 
results obtained in established feeding 
areas. 

Discussion of Results. 

1. Groud hog millet proved to be a pala- 
table and satistactory teed. When mixed 
with a variety of other feeds it did not 
cause scouring. 

The amount of feed required per unit 
of gain was not in excess of average 
amounts required in established feeding 
areas. 

3. It will be of interest to note that 
there was no material difference in shrink- 
age between the shipments sent to market 
by rail and those sent by truck. The cost 
of trucking however was $1.96 more per 
head than were the railroad charges. 

General Remarks. 

1. Because a wide variety of feeds are 
produced in eastern Colorado on relatively 
low priced land, and because one year with 
another the market prices of these feeds 
are relatively low, the district has some 
distinct advantages as a live stock fattening 
area. 

2. Eastern Colorado is short on alfalfa 
and other legume hays. Most of the feeds 
grown here are low in protein. With low 
protein feeds in the ration it is advisable 
to add a high protein concentrate, such as 
cottonseed cake, to cattle and lamb feeding 
rations. 

3. The class of cattle to best utilize 
eastern Colorado depends largely on the 
following points: 

Whether the stockman expects to produce 
cattle ready for the block or “warmed up” 
feeders. 

With high quality feeds, variety in the 
ration, good accomodations, and efficient 
care, calves make far more economical 
gains than do yearlings or two year olds. 

The younger the cattle the longer the 
time required to finish them. When well 
finished however, they usually sell at a 
higher price than do older cattle because 
of the ever increasing demand for light 
weight beef. 


With poor quality feeds, an excess of 
roughage and shortage of grain, and less 
favorable accomodations, older cattle have 
the advantage in producing beef ready for 
slaughter. 

On some eastern Colorado farms the 
“warming up” of stock cattle is often more 
practical than the production of finished 
cattle. This is especially true where an 
abundance of such teeds as wheat pasture, 
roughages, or silage 1s available and little 
or no grain is fed. Thin light stockers of 
good quality are best adapted to such a sys- 
tem, because they put on heavy gains in 
growth and fat at low cost. Cattle handled 
in this way give the feeder a wide choice of 
time for marketing. They may be sold in 
the spring or carried on through on grass 
the tollowing summer. The system looks

MIDNIGHT—(Continued from page 2) 
good cow Pride of Mt. Eric. This sire 
is backed by Edgewood Hero whose sire 
Polar Star was one of the very strong 
breeding bulls of his day, and whose 
dam was sired by the famous Jim 
Jams. The grandam of Midnight was 
brought in contact with Black Broadus to 
produce Dolly Pride 4th, the Casebier cow. 
Black Broadus was the second generation 
of Armstrong breeding, coming on the 
dam’s side from a Pierce-McWhorter com- 
bination of bloodlines. His sire Idolmere 
bred by Otto V. Battles was an Internation- 
al grand champion son of the International 
grand champion bull Oakville Quiet Lad 
and he a son of the famous Black Wood- 
lawn and Queen McHenry 47th.

the Illinois State Fair was the highest place 
I ever won on an Aberdeen-Angus. 


“IT must say that to feed out a good baby 
beef for the shows the first essential is to 
have a good calf, a square type that carries 
his width at every angle. That was where 
I was fortunate with Midnight. When I got 
him he was only a few days old, but he 
showed that he was well lined, and never 
have I seen a steer with any more style. 
Midnight was bred by Casebier Brothers, of 
Burnt Prairie, Illinois. His sire was Bar 
Marshall 100th and his dam was Dolly Pride 
4th. He was too small at first to put him 
with my other calves so he had his separate 
stall with only one other Aberdeen-Angus 
calf. I had a little rope halter made for 
Midnight so that I could lead him through- 
out the barn and even then I showed him— 
placed his feet, held his head and back. He 
was massaged and curried every day. That 
gave him the fine coat .of hair and the 
smooth covering of meat that he carried. 
Midnight was calved on January the seven- 
teenth. From time he was brought home 
he had grains in front of him practically all 
the time and learned to eat from the other 
Aberdeen-Angus calf which was a few 
months his elder. Midnight was fed a ration 
of shelled corn, timothy hay, commercial 
feeds (some Tarkio early in the season and 
Schaffer’s later) and oilmeal. Early he had 
oats, but not after he started to finish. He 
had bran at the close of the feeding period. 
He was a very good gainer and the gain he 
made the last three months was remark- 
able. I kept Midnight in a barn tied by hal- 
ter during the day from August on. He 
was turned loose three times a day to eat 
and drink. He was bedded knee deep in 
fresh clean straw. 


“Just a few days before we loaded out for 
the late fall shows some men were looking 
at the calves. They asked me what I 
thought we (my sister and I) had. I an- 
swered with pride ‘We have the best fitted 
group of calves we have ever taken, but 
some other people may have better than 
their best too.’ Yes, without a doubt the 
little black steer is our far most outstand- 
ing steer. He’s the best we’ve ever had.”
